mentioned above we have purchased 
t«,OoO.000 worth of milk plants and 
equipment. All this property to two- 
third* i>ftla for and mir last report 
shows $S.0*9.009 cash in banks for a 
rainy day.

Yes! Yet! Mr. Reeves, be patient. 


T am coming to those tfertlflcates of 
Indebtedness. 
The fact Is that In 


two more years the certificates wtil 
begin to fall due and will be paid 


from deductions taken from th* milk 
of the men who are then produdns 
it. 80 that each producer furnishes 
his own capital to carry on hto own 
buslnes* and pay off th* man who 
holds the maturing certificate. Just 
the same plan Is in vogue by the 
Xew York Central railroad. Aa their 
bonds become due the company is- 
sues new bonds, the proceeds of which 
are used to liquidate tb* maturing 
ones. If this plan Is not sound and 
not founded on good business prin- 
ciples then the United State* govern- 
ment Is standing on a 
precarious 


foundation, because, trhen an tone 
of its bonds reach maturity. Uncle 
Sam authorles a new Issue to liqui- 
date the old debt. 
At any rate It 


would seem good common sense to 
give the poolers credit for th* bene- 
fit of the doubt In regard to the value 
of these certificates. It Is time enough 
to belittle them it they are not re- 
deemd at maturity. The non-poolers 
admit that the price of milk to much 
better than It would be if there were 
no co-operative association. Then it 
seems to ma the price would b« still 
better if the farmers were all in the 
association. We are certainly getting 
rie where under present condition*.
